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Lt.-Gen. Graham Here 
On Civil Defence Survey 


Lieutenant General Howard Gra¬ 
ham, recently retired Chief of the 
General Staff of the Canadian 
Army, met with municipal and 
Civil Defence officials in Vulcan 
on Wednesday evening, Oct. 22, as 
part of a country-wide survey of 
Civil Defence. 

Attending the conference were 
W, A. Shields, Director oT Civil 
Defence for the County of Vulcan 
area; Major R. C. R. Munro, Of¬ 
ficer Commanding “A” Company, 
Calgary Highlanders and editor of 
'lhe Vulcan Advocate; A. Q. Cut- 
forlh, representing the council of 
the County of Vulcan; Mayor Wil¬ 
liam Munro, representing the 
Town of Vulcan; representatives of 
the villages of Arrowwood, Milo, 
Carmangay, Lomond and Cham¬ 
pion; and key members of the 
Civil Defence Organization in this 
district. 

General Graham was accom¬ 
panied by Air Marshal G. R. How- 
sam, Alberta Civil Defence Co¬ 
ordinator; and Colonel A. J. 
Lavoie, Deputy Co-ordinator. They 
returned to Calgary the same 
night for meetings with officials 
there on Thursday. 

During his three-day Alberta 
tour the General spent Tuesday in 
Edmonton for conferences with 
Premier K. C. Manning, Hon. L. C. 
llalmrast. Minister - in - Charge of 
Civil.Defence and other Civil De¬ 
ft nee officials. 

General Graham’s Army career 
spans more than 42 years from 
his enlistment at the age of 17 in 
the Canadian Expeditionary Force 
in World Wat I. He went-'overseas 
for the second time in December, 
1939 and took command a year 
later of the Hasting and Prince 
Edward Regiment. General Gra¬ 
ham headed the First Canadian 
Infantry Brigade during the Sici¬ 
lian Campaign and part of the 
Italian Campaign. 

Following World War II, he con¬ 
tinued his army career. In 1955 he 
was promoted to the -rank of 
Lieutenant General and appointed 
as Chief of the General Staff of 
the Canadian Army. General Gra¬ 
ham held that position until his 
retirement from the army at the 
end of August this year. 

At that time he agreed to undet> 
take a comprehensive survey of all 
ispects of this country’s Civil De¬ 
fence policy and program. In con¬ 
nection with the survey, the 
Honourable J. Waldo Monteith, 
Federal Minister in charge of Civil 
Defence, said, ‘‘In the view of the 
Government the need for a 
thorough re-appraisal of current 
policies and programs at this time 
is underlined by the changing 
nature of the threat which con¬ 
fronts Civil Defence in this and 
other countries. For the years im¬ 
mediately ahead, Civil Defence 
faces the need to re-examine pre¬ 
sent plans and assumptions, based 
largely on hydrogen weapons, in 
order to make sure that they take 
sufficient account of the new 
threat posed oy the intercontinen¬ 
tal ballistic missille."

Volunteers Hard At Work 


Curlers Start Work On 
Artificial Ice Plant 


Town Council (Requests 
Wheat Quota Lor Vulcan 


The longing of practically every 
Vulcan curler to have artificial ice 
here in Vulcan is slowly but 
surely becoming a reality. Work 
parties the past coupie of weeks 
by these ardent besom and stane 
participants have gradually nar¬ 
rowed the preparaloiy labors down 
to where the installation of the 
pipes and machinery to operate 
will be well under way next week. 

Voluntary services will also be 
necessary to complete this phase 
of the work as it will be necessary 
to lay 120 length of plastic- pipe, 
each 140 feet long, to carry the 
freezing liquid that makes artifi¬ 
cial ice. 

Work parties so far have hauled 
twenty loads of sand and gravel, 
nailed together one hundred 
laminated 2x i's that support (he 
pip.-, re-built an equipment room 
with cemented floor behind the 
skating rink and erected a cement 
feeder trench that transports the 
freezing brine from the equipment 
room to the pipe s below the ice 
surface. Then the sand had to be 
wheelbarrowed from the outside of 
the rink to the inside where it 
makes a base beneath the pipes. 

But when this is all through, the 
results, as in every worthwhile 
project, will be very gratifying. A 
longer curling season in much 
milder weather; curling at all 
times when scheduled, not the so 
often postponements of games and 
bonspiels; period Ice conditions at 
all times, not the trouble of keen 
ice one day and slugging conditions 
the next which breaks the hearts 
of ladies and many men curlers, 
and witli this consistency comes 
Improved curling which as in every 
sport everyon- tries to attain.

Law Enforcement Needed 

An example of the type of action that is con¬ 
tributing to the rapid deterioration of the relationship 
between farmer and hunter was related to us this 
week. 

The farmer, whose land is properly posted with 
‘‘No Shooting” signs, checked up on a hunter who had 
climbed across the fence not six feet away from where 
a sign was posted and who was busily engaged in try¬ 
ing to flush out the pheasants from the trees which 
surround the farmer’s house. When accosted, the 
hunter immediately became abusive, claimed that the 
‘‘No Shooting” signs ‘‘didn’t mean a thing” and 
threatened to ‘.‘beat up” the elderly farmer. 

Lacking witnesses, the farmer did not report the 
incident to the RCMP. The licence number of the 
man’s station wagon was secured, though, and indi¬ 
cates that the hunter was from out of the district. 

It is incidents such as this that have led to an 
increasing number of farms being posted this year, 
thereby penalizing the hunters who do respect the 
farmers’ property rights. 

Apparently, little effort is being made to control 
or curb the activities of hunters who flagrantly dis¬ 
obey all regulations and rules. We think some 
measures could, and should, be taken, the main one 
being the appointment each year of several deputy 
game wardens in each district. Heavier fines should 
be meted out to hunters who deliberately break the 
law, along with suspension of licences. 

Farmers, fish and game associations and the 
majority of hunters themselves would be in favor of 
such measures.

Does the average Canadian care how well (or how 
badly) his or her community is governed? If interest 
in local government elections over the years is any 
criterion, the answer must be a resounding no. 

Hardly more than thirty percent of those eligible 
to vote in such elections usually do so, against fifty 
to sixty percent in provincial elections, and seventy to 
eighty percent in federal ones. And yet, as has so often 
been observed, of all three levels 6f government, that 
of the municipality touches us most closely. 

Water, sewage disposal, garbage collection, street 
construction and repair, lighting, police, fire, parks— 
such services as these are all vital to life as we know 
it. They may not be the last word in excitement, but 
we would be in a pretty poor state without them. 
Their provision is the business of municipal, or local, 
government, and is, therefore, our business. 

Nor should we forget that municipal business to¬ 
day is big business. The explosive postwar growth of 
our cities, towns and villages has meant an enormous 
expansion of these local government service. And 
where else have the huge sums necessary to finance 
this expansion come from if not from taxes? 

Thus, the mayors, reeves, controllers and council¬ 
lors who serve their communities bear a heavy load. 
On their shoulders rests the responsibility to spend 
the tax mills both wisely and well. —“Industry”

Forage Crops Section 

Lethbridge Experimental Farm 

Until recently Fairway was the 
only variety of crested wheatgrass 
available in western Canada. It 
was released by the Dominion 
Forage Crops Laboratory, Saska¬ 
toon, and has become widely 
adapted in western Canada. In 
1953 two new varieties of crested 
wheatgrass were released, one 
from the Northern Great Plains 
Field Station, Mandan, North 
Dakota, under the name of Nordan 
and the other from the Dominion 
Forage Crops Laboratory, Saska¬ 
toon, under the name of Summit. 

Fairway crested wheatgrass was 
selected originally for its fineness 
of stem and its leafiness. It was 
because of this fineness and its ex¬ 
cellent drought resistance that it 
made very satisfactory turf grass 
for dry land farm lawns, play¬ 
grounds and golf cqurses. It be¬ 
came very pcipular as a pasture 
grass particularly for sheep but 
because of low yield, efforts were 
made to develop higher - yielding 
varieties. 

Summit—• 

Summit is a selection of a 
coarser,' taller-growing type of 
crested wheatgrass. In yield tests 
throughout we s t ern Cana d a tt ou t - " 
yields Fairway in hay and pasture 
production but is slightly lower in 
seed production. The extra height 
of Suhimit over Fairway makes it 
more desirable as a dry land hay 
grass. 

Nordan was developed at the 
Northern Great Plains Field Sta-

This variety is 
very similar to Summit in appear¬ 
ance and general type. In yield 
tests across western Canada it is 
equal to Summit in hay and pas¬ 
ture production and slightly higher 
in seed production. Nordan is the 
only licensed variety of crested 
wheatgrass in the United States 
and it has become widely distribut¬ 
ed throughout the Northern Great 
Plains and the Inter - Mountain 
States. In 1958, it was licensed for 
sale in Canada. 

There is little to choose between 
Nordan and Summit for forage 
production. Seed growers, how¬ 
ever, welcome the opportunity of 
growing Nordan as the demand for 
seed of this variety in the western 
United States is high and they are 
assured of a fairly stable market.
